The Catalytic Chemical Co. on 
the waterfront, West Berkeley, is 
the only plant in the entire world, 
outside of Germany, engaged in 
the production of coal tar interme- 
diates, a base used in the formation 
of substantial dyes. The plant is 
qvorking three shifts, 50 men toa 
shift. The output of this plant is 
two million pounds of dye per 
month. 

Prior to the war Germany sup- 
plied the world with this hasic 
substance used in the manufacture 
of all dyes. Now the United States 
supplies England and 95 of the 
dyes are made by our own chemists 
who excel the Germans and have 
taken away from them an industry 
and secret that was comparatively 
“‘easy.’’ Like the infant, we could 
walk alone and didn’t know it.

FORMER MAYOR OF 
OAKLAND 1S. DEAD 


General H. W. Carpentier, Forty-Niner, 
Passes Away in New York 


San Francisco.—General Horace W. 
Carpentier, a forty-niner, ore af the 
first Mayors of Oak'and, a California 
Assemblyman of 1853, who once 
owtied half of the city of Oakland and 
ali of Uakland’s western water-front 
besides other great land holdings in 
Alameda and Contra Costa counties, 
and who is reputed to have amassed 
a fortune of $20,000,000, died Thurs- 
day night, January 31, in New York 
at the age of 94. 

Carpentier had made his home in 
New York for the last thirty years. 
His last appearance before the Oak- 
land public was in 1912, when he 
sold the Morago rancho in Contra 
Costa county for $1,000,000 to a 
group of capitalists headed by C. A. 
Hooper. 

Carpentier’s ownership of the Oak- 
land tidelands was the cause of con- 
tinued -legal battles from the first 
incorporation of Oakland until 1910. 
Carpentier built the first school house 
in Oakland and in return was granted 
the entire stretch of tidelands from

He attracted wide 
attention by acting as guardian for 
Miss Maude Burke of California, who 
married Sir Bache Cunard in 1895, 
after her engagement to the Polish 
Prince Andre Poniatowski had been 
broken. The General threatened to 
disinherit her if she did not give up 
the Prince. She finally did so and 
became Lady Cunard. 

General Carpentier spent several 
years in China and in 1901 he en- 
dowed Columbia University with a 
chair of Chinese language and litera- 
ture, making a gift to the university 
of $100,000. 


CORN IS BEST SILAGE CROP 


Provides Best Quality and Makes 
Greatest Yield—Sorghum Good 
on Very Dry Soils. 


The first service of a silo is to pro- 

vide a means of storing and utilizing 
coarse feeds or by-products that other- 
wise would be lost. 
_ The department of farm crops of the 
Missouri College of Agriculture recom- 
mends corn as the best crop in general 
for ensilage. It provides the best 
quality silage and in addition makes 
in tons per acre. 
Corn two parts and soy beans one part 
make an excellent combination for 
silage. 

On very thin soils or in excessively 
dry years the grain sorghums are com- 
monly better than corn in that they re- 
turn a larger tonnage per acre. In 
general, however, corn is to be pre- 
ferred. 

Crops which make a fair quality of 
forage when cured as hay should not 
be used in preference to corn for filling 
silos.

NEW RULES FOR DRAFT 
MEN ARE ANNOUNCED 


Height Reduced to 4 Feet 10 Inches, 
and Weight to 100 Pounds 


Washington.—New regulations for 
selective draft physical examinations 


were issued January 31 by Provost 
Marshal-General Crowder in prepara- 
tion for extension of the policy of ac- 
cepting for special and limited service 
registrants unfitted for general mili- 
tary duty. They will bring into the 
service under the next draft many 
men who otherwise would be. ex- 
empted. 


Local boards are directed to pass 
upon registrants for general military 
service only when come within 
the standards of unconditional ac- 
ceptance or rejection. 

All other casés must be referred 
to the Medical Advisory Board for 
further examination. Hereafter there 
will be no unconditional rejecting of 
men who have remediable defects. 

The mimimum weight established 
by the regulations is 100 pounds, un- 
less the underweight is “plainly due 
to some recent illness and otherwise 
the régistrants have no disqualifying 
defects,” but the cases of registrants 
weighing between 100 pounds and 
114 pounds are to be referred to the 
medical board. 

Registrants under weight in pro- 
portion to their height, unless it is 
plainly due to some temporary cause, 
also go to the medical board. 


WORK BEGUN’ ON 
WHALING. STATION 


San Francisco.—Active construc- 
tion has been begun by the Califor- 
fornia Sea Products Company on its 
first shore whaling station at Moss 
Landing, on Monterey bay, and the 
plant is expected to be in operation 
in two or three months. Buildings 
and machinery together will represent 
an investment of about $100,000, ac- 
cording to the company’s estimate. 

A whaling steamer to be attached 
to the station has been purchased, 
and negotiations are under way for 
a second steamer. 

The revival of the old whaling in- 
dustry on the Coast is being under- 
taken to supply the demand for whale 
meat, for oil and for the fertilizer 
that is produced from the refuse. 
About five tons of edible meat is ob- 
tained from each average sized whale. 
Whale meat was sold. in the local 
market last year for the first time 
in years, but whale oil has long been 
in demand in the East as well as in 
the West. The fertilizer will be pro- 
duced with the intention of sapply- 
ing California farmers. 

Actual building was begun on the 
new plant two weeks ago. 

Three other whaling stations will 
be erected on the Pacific Coast by 
the company, one at Trinidad, another 
at Drake's bay and “the third at 
point San Luis Obispo.

ONE NEW NAVAL TERROR 
A DAY, IS PROGRAMME 


Steady Stream of Anti-Submarine 
Craft to Be Turned Out 


Washington.—Produetion plans for 
the Navy’s new antisubmarine craft 
contemplate the delivery of a finished 
boat every day when the cycle of 
production is complete. The first ves- 
sel has already been started in the 
fabricating shops at the Ford Motor 
Company plant at Detroit. 

The design was worked out to re 
duce to a minimum the necessity of 
shaping plates. There are many flat 
surfaces to the vessel on that ac- 
count, bent and carved ‘piates hav- 
ing been avoided wherever possible. 

The power will be furnished by 
geared turbines, and, since stability 
and reliability was sought, rather 
than freak performance, no effort has 
been made to go beyond a safe and 
conservative speed estimate. 

The boats will all be fabricated at 
the Ford plant, progressing by stages 
until they are launched at Detroit, to 
be brought to the sea via the eanal 
system and inland waterways. They 
will measure 200 feet long and dis- 
place about 500 tons, which insures 
early passage to the sea 

No attempt has been made to give 
the design the refinements of Navy 
craft built in peace times. They will 
be rough hewn into shape in the in- 
terest of speed. The number of boats 
ordered has not been revealed, but 
only a substantial order would jus- 
tify the preparations for production 
which must be made.

SOLDIERS FIGHT 
FARMERS FATTEN 


Growers of Barley Are Blamed For 
Exorbitant Price of $11.00 
Barrel Wholesale 


San Francisco.—Barley has gone up 
to a price that puts barley flour over 
$11 a barrel wholesale, which is more 
than the price of wheat flour. The 
present price of the latter is $10.80. 

This jump is the result of specula- 
tion on the order of the Food Admin- 
istration enforcing the use of wheat 
substitutes to the extent of 20 per 
cent in every loaf of bread. 

“The Food Administration has at- 
tempted no control of barley prices,” 
said Food Commissioner Ralph P. 
Merritt. 

“There is ample barley in the State 
to meet all requirements for bread 
making with barley as the principal 
wheat substitute until the next har- 
vest comes in. 

“As the export of barley from the 
State is forbidden, persons holding it 
for a speculative rise may find them- 
selves bitten. There are other cereals 


that goubtless will be used, if the 
holders keep their barley at ex- 
orbitant prices. There is plenty of 


corn, for example, and experiments 
are being made for the production of 
potato flour locally. 

“Meanwhile, the retail price of 
barley to the consumer will remain 
at the figure fixed by Chairman §. B. 
McNear of the milling division of the 
Grain Corporation, at the meeting in 
their office last Tuesday, until the 
present stock on hand at the mills fs 
exhausted. By that time, very prob- 
ably, some feasible method will be 
worked out for meeting the situation 
and insuring an ampie supply of 
wheat substitutes other than barley.” 

Chairman S. B. McNear of the mill- 
ing*division of the Grain Corporation 
—which controls the movements of 
grain in the State—practically re 
iterated Commissioner Merritt’s 
views. He is inclined to blame the 
farmers rather than any market 
speculators for the enhanced priee of 
barley. 

The publication of the wheat sub- 
stitutes programme for the Victory 
Loaf made every unpatriotic farmer 
who had a stock of barley on hand 
imagine that this was the time to 
make his fortune, and hold his barley 
for any price he pleased. 

It is pointed out, however, that the 
upward tendency of the market in 
respect of cereal substitutes for 
wheat flour may interfere with Food 
Commissioner Merritt’s proposal to 
secure a reduction in the priee of the 
standard loaf as soon as it becomes 
the Victory Loaf containing only 80 
per cent of wheat flour. 


AMERICAN BOYS WRITE

STEAMER PARCEL POST 


Coast-Wise Water Routes Have 


Been Established. 


Facilitates Service to Uncle Sam’s 
Various Cantonments, Relleving 
Rallroad Congestion. 


* The post office department has es- 
tablished coastwise parcel post water 
routes—primarily to facilitate service 
for Uncle Sam’s cantonments—which 
will operate to relieve the war-tifite 
railroad congestion and expedite serv- 
{ce for the general public. 

In the present congested condition of 
transportation practically as prompt 
service is to be obtained by water 
routes to certain points as by rail, and 
the railroads may by that means be 
considerably relieved. 


Steamer routes for parcel post have 
been established from: 


Boston to Norfolk, 

Boston to Savannah, 

New York to Norfolk, 
New York to Charleston, 
New York to Jacksonville, 
New York to Savannah, 
New York to New Orleans, 
New York to Galveston, 
Philadelphia to Savannah, 
Philadelphia to Jacksonville, 
Baltimore to Savannah, 
Baltimore to Jacksonville. 


Special delivery, insured, perishable, 
parcels too large for inclusion in sacks, 
and eggs will not be carried on these 
routes. All parcels will be placed in 
bonded storerooms on the steamers, 
and both the shipping and delivery of 
the parcels will be in charge of postal 
agents. 

About four carloads of parcels were 
previously handled daily over these 
routes, thus releasing that number of 
cars for general transportation service. 
It 1s expected that this service will 
amount to several train loads dally, 
which will aid materially to relieve 
freight congestion. 


The department in various ways is 
contributing to the relief of the ratl- 
road situation, in co-operation with the 
roads, as far as it can without interfer- 
ing with the. prompt delivery of mail. 

A considerable saving of cars and 
the occupation of car space in depots 
is being accompHshed by routing 
through cars for long distances where 
it has been the practice to transfer 
mail from one car to another at certain 
distributing points. 

The employment of two cars is in- 
volved in each transfer and in some 
cases two such transfers have been the 
practice. By a through-car routing a 
saving of both of cars and depot space 
is made. 

A large number of through cars are 
now being routed from the East to 
such distant points as St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, San Antonio, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, Seattle, Portland, Jack- 
sonville and other points where here- 
tofore one or two transfers have been 
made. 

By the enfployment of the space sys- 
tem it is estimated, also, as shown in 
the latest report of the postmaster gen- 
eral, cars have been released for the 
general transportation service equiva- 
lent to three trains of ten cars each

Government Plans Vast Army of 
Youths to Help Nation. 


Working Reserve, Organizatien 
Young Men Between Sixteen and 
Twenty-One, to Ald Uncle Sam.

A 4Grive to enroll 2,000,000 boys in 
the United States Boys’ Working Re 
serve is in full swing. At the confer- 
ence of directors of the movement re 
cently reports indicated that the vast 
majority of high-school boys of Amer- 
ica will be enlisted in the registered 
army of patriotic youths between six- 
teen and twenty-one years, organized 
under the department of labor to help 
Uncle Sam in field and in factory, to 
win the war. 

The government at Washington in 
making an inventory of possible sour- 
ces of labor supply has discovered a 
great war labor reservoir in the shape 
of boys. There are more than 5,000,- 
000 youths between the ages of sixteen 
and twenty-one, of whom nearly 2,000,- 
000 either are idle for a substantial 

| part of the year or are employed in 
some occupation which does not help 
‘to win the war. 

This is the boy power that the Boys’ 
Working Reserve is mobilizing. Every 
boy who jumps in and helps do the 
work of a soldier who has gone to the 
front has a chance to earn a bronze 
badge of honor bearing the great seal 
of the United States, numbered and 
registered, with his name, in the ar- 
chives at Washington. The national 
insignia can be earned in anyone of 
three separate units—agricultural, in- 
dustrial or vocational training. 

Farm training camps each to con- 
tain 50 to 100 boys, for intensive in- 
struction in agriculture were recom- 
mended to the conference of one state 
by the committee on national inten- 
sive training. It recommends also: 

“That there shall be established in 
agricultural colleges or schools courses 
of training in agriculture, and that in 
high schools and in other schools 
where there are boys of sixteen years 
of age and over, there shall be estab- 
lished like courses to secure a reason- 
able efficiency among the boys for 
work upon the farms.” 

All the schools are to be given a 
chance to co-operate in every patriotie 
endeavor of the states and nation. 


Cotton Industry In China. 

China's cotton industry is being rev- 
olutionized by the introduction of Un- 
cle Sam’s most modern machinery and 
methods. The first cotton mill is in 
the republic using American power 
and equipment and the latest.methods 
in spinning and weaving are now al- 
most ready in Ttents{n. They are own- 
ed by the Yu Yuen and Wha Sing Tex- 
tile corporations, both financed by Chi- 
nese capital and employing only na- 
tive labor. Construction on two more 
plants, one for the Hou Sung Textile 
company of Shanghai, and the other 
for the Dee Yee Textile company of 
Wuchang, has also been started The 
capacity of each of the mills at Tient- 
sin is 20,000 to 30,000 pounds of cot- 
ton yarn daily, using short staple cot- 
ton grown in North China. Each of 
the mills has capacity and equipment 
ordered for double this production.

From Captain of an Amer- 
ican Schooner. 


WRECKED ON CORAL REEF 


Beventeen Ships Captured by German 
Raider In Spectacular Crulses In 
Two Oceans—Hoodwinks Brit- 
ish by Clever Ruse. 


¢ Washington.—The full story of the 
eruise of the German commerce raid- 
er Seendler lins been obtained by the 
mavy department from Capt. 
Smith of the American schooner R. C. 


Slade and three other mariners, who 


landed at Tutuiln in an open boat Sep- 
tember 29 after being marooned on 
Mopeha tsland by the master of the 
Seeadler when the raider grounded 
and was abandoned. 

The Seeadler, formerly the Amert- 
ean ship Pass of Balmaha, was cap- 
tured by a German submarine and sent 
to Bremen and fitted out as a raider, 


A picked crew was placed aboard, 
some of whom spoke Norwegian, and 
sent out into the Ationtie under, the 


guise of a Norwegian ship, 

The ruse worked so well that after 
leaving Bremen on December 21, 1916, 
the Seenadler was held up by the Brit- 
{sh auxilinry crulser Highland Scout, 
examined und passed, 

Captured Seventeen Ships. 

Captain Smith learned that while 
cruising in the Atlantte 13 ships, val- 
ued by the Germans at 60,000,000 
marks, Were cuptured and four in the 
Pacific.

Shortly after I saw from the raider 
that they cut holes in the musts and 
placed dynamite bombs in each mast 
and put fire to both ends of the ship 
and left her.”

For about three weeks the raider 
kept beating up and down looking for 
passing ships. Meeting none, they 
went south to Mopehn on July 81, 
anchored on the lee side of the Island, 
and on August 2 the ship was driven 
After working 
ull afternoon they gave her up as lost 
and took ashore everything they could 
move, Including the boats, gear and 
wireless. The wireless plant,’a very 
powerful one, was set up between two 
coconut trees. 

On August 23, Captain Smith re- 
the German officers fitted up 
and armed a small boat and started 
for the Cook islands or the Fiji ts- 
lunds, where they hoped to capture an 
American ship and come back for the 
crew. Count yon Luckner, the mas- 
ter, was In charge. They were never 
heard of again at Mapeha island. 

On September 5 a French trading 
Papeete, the Lutece, 
First Lieuten- 
ant Kling took a motor boat and ma- 
chine gun and captured the ship. She 


| had a large cargo of flour, salmon and 


beef and a supply of water. Kling and 
his crew dismantled the wireless plant 
and left the {sland In the Lutece that 
night, leaving 48 souls, tncluding the 
Americans. 

A small boat had been left behind, 
and the marooned men fitted {t. up. 
The captain of the Manila, with a 
small crew, started out In the boat for 
Touhiti on September 8. They falled 
to reach Tuhiti and returned exhaust- 
ed on September 16. Captain Smith, 
with three men, took the small boat 
and mannged to reach Pago Pago ten 
davs later. 

Recent dispatches tndieate that the 
cuptatn of the Seéeadler and five of his 
crew were captured on September 21 
off the Fiji islands by Fijian consta- 
bulary. What became of the men who 
left Mopeha island in the Lutece is 
not known. 


British Get Honor Stripes. 

London —Rritish soldiers who have 
served in the great war will hence 
forth bear a distinctive mark of their 
service on their uniform. The war of- 
fice announces that a chevron stripe 
will be immediately issued to every 
soldier who serves overseas In a thea- 
ter of war. Sotdters whose service 
dates back té.1914 will be given a red 
chevron, and those whose service be- 
gan after that year will get a blue 
stripe. An additional blue stripe will 
be awarded for each aggregate of 12 
months’ service. The new stripes will 
be worn by officers as well as privates.

‘Professor Vincent Conquers the 


Most Dangerous Enemy of 
the Republic. 


HELPS INCREASE MAN POWER 


In Former Wars More Soldiers Per- 
ished From This Disease Than by 
Bullets—Fever Has Vanisted 
From Belfort District. 


Paris.—One of France's most dan- 
gerous enemleg has now been van- 
quished—typhoid fever, and the victor 
is Professor Vincent, an officer of one 
of the French medical schools. 

The war has shown that the most 
deadly of fevers is at the mercy of 

‘ience. Tyhoid fever was always a 
great enemy of armies in the fleld. It 
has been established that in wars pre- 
vious to the present one more men 


, died of typhoid than by bullets and | 


shells. 
Typhoid Epidemic Started. 
At the start of the present struggle 
a typhoid epidemic started in October, 


, 1914, and increased through the win- 


ter of 1914-1915. 
Professor Vincent set out to stop the 


| epidemic by using a vaccine which 
he had discovered four or five years 
| previously. 


Already, from 1911 to 1914, most of 


;the French soldiers under arms had 


been vaccinated. But the mobilization 


dreds of thousands. 

Doctor Landouzy, head of the medi- 
cal service in the Belfort district, had 
100,000 men vaccinated. Three 


| months later typhoid fever had en- 


tirely djsappeared from his district, 
and it was proved that only in dis- 
tricts where men had not been vac- 
cinated was typhoid to be feared. 


Number of Deaths Smaller. 

At present vaccination is obliga- 
tory everywhere, and. thanks to this, 
the number of typhoid cases dropped 
from seven in January, 1915, to 0.025 
in March, 1917.

The number of deaths through ty- 
phoid had also dropped to such an 
extent that now they have to be reck- 
oned on an average of 10,000 men. So 
far, for the present year, only 0.04 
deaths tn 100,000 have been record- 
ed. 


“It {s permissible to affirm,” says 
Professor Vincent, “that preventive 
vaccination, for which the antityphus 
laboratory of the Val de Grace fur 
nished the army zones with 5,513,073 
doses of vaccine, has saved a consider- 
able number of men for the country. 


“If the morbidity and mortality ex- 
perienced from November, 1914, to 
January, 1915, had been maintained 
and on the hypothesis that between 
4,000,000 and 5,000,000 men had been 
sent to the front during that period, 
the number of cases would have been 
more than a million and the number 
of deaths 145,000.”
